W a s h i n g t o n , Oct. 25.—-A formida­ 
ble fleet of American warships will 
mon he at anchor in the bay of Havana. 
This was decided at the conference be­ 
tween* the president and members of 
bu cabinet: Another important de­ 
cision reached was that the American 
land forces will not take possession of 
Havana and assume formal control 
over the entire island of Caba until 
Jan. t. The latter decision was based 
on reports from General Wade and 
others of the danger of 
epidemics 
among nor troops. 
But while reluctant to expose our 
troops to the danger of infection in 
Wes em Cuba. the president and his 
advisers 
recognized 
that something 
must be done without delay to support 
by force the protests of the evacuation 
commissioners at Havana against the 
rtpouted violations of the terms of the 
peace protocol by the Spanish authori­ 
ties bi the sale of ordnance and other 
war material, audits shipment to Spain. 
It was, the; efore, decided to again fall 
back on the navy by sending a fleet of 
warships to Havana as speedily as possi­ 
ble. It is not yet known what ships 
will be allect od, but thore is no doubt 
the Hast will include a battleship and a 
number of protected cruisers, 
with 
smaller craft for scouting duty. 
It is possible that some naval vessels 
will bf sent to Cienfuegos. It is the 
purpose of the administration to dis­ 
nack these vessels at the earliest possi­ 
ble moment.

A branch of this as­ 
sociation known as the iransmissouri 
Traffic association was formed of the 
scutaw••stern railroads. 
Proceedings 
were first brought under the Sherman 
anti trcst law against the branch asso 
elation by the United Stares in the dis­ 
tr .ct court of Kansas on the ground 
that it was an illegal combination in re- 
stiaint of interstate commerce and the 
court decided that it was uot. 
This 
opinion, ou appeal to the supreme coart, 
was reversed by a divided court. 
This opinion was by a divided bench, 
the division being very close, viz: Chief 
Justice Ful.er and Justices Harlan, 
Brewer, Brown and Peckham holding 
the traffic association illegal, while Jus 
tices Field, Gray, Shires and White 
tiled a dissenting opinion, upholding 
the association. Soon after this decision 
Justice Field gave place to Justice Mc­ 
Kenna. 
Although the Missouri case was con­ 
sidered somewhat of a test, vet the 
Joint Traffic association prepared to 
make a stubborn contest in support of 
its existence. The case against it was 
begun on Jan. 7, 189t>, in the United 
States circuit court for the southern dis­ 
trict of New YTork, the United States 
being complainant and the attorney gen­ 
eral directing its course. The case went 
against the government in the lower 
courts, the circuit court dismissing the 
bill and the coart of appeals affirming 
the dismissal. The government ap­ 
pealed to the United States suprime 
court. 
An exceptionally brilliant ar­ 
ray of counsel appeared for the associa­ 
tion and the several railroads, includ­ 
ing ex-Senator Edmunds, James 0. Car­ 
ter and E. J. Phelps. Solicitor General 
Richards filed the brief for the govern­ 
ment. 
The main contention of the govern­ 
ment was that the traffic agreement is 
a com bination to prevent competition, 
thus constituting a contract in restraint I 
of trade or commerce. The answer of 
the association maintained the legality 
of the agreement on the ground that 
the vast needs of commerce require 
joint action and that such action in* 
aures uniform and just rates and pre­ 
vents secret aud unjust discriminations.

United States Supreme Court Decided 
Joint Traffic Association a Viola­ 
tion of Anti-Trust Law. 


W ashington, Oct. 25.—The supreme 
court rendered aa opinion on the so­ 
called Joint Traffic association case/ 
which has been pending over a year. 
The court, by a vote of 5 to 3, re­ 
versed the tind.ugs of the court below 
aud held against the Joint Traffic asso­ 
ciation.

P a r i s , Oct. 25.—The adjournment of 
the joint peaoe commission was until 4 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon. Guam, in 
the Ladrone islands, has been chosen 
by the Americans for the United States, 
under the terms of the protocol, and its 
cession has been confirmed by the Spam 
mil commission.

Details of minor importance alone re* 
main to be decided upon in connection 
with the cession of Porto Rioo, the for­ 
mal transfer of which is practically ac­ 
complished. 
The chief matter considered at the 
session was the American reply to 
Spam’s revised and roue wed proposi­ 
tions of the last meetings, and the indi­ 
cations are that the Cuban questiou 
will be disposed of this week. But no 
details have been given oat by either 
side regarding Spain's presentment of 
Friday last, or the American traverse of 
the same submitted at the past session. 


EVACUATION COMPLETE. 


London, Oct. 25.—The Fashoda yel* 
low book, issued by the French govern- 
I n-nt, having left some slight misgiv- 
:u-8 iii thifc country as to Lord Salis* 
bury's firmness in dealing with the 
t t ench ambassador, Baron de Couroel, 
a speedy dissipation of these feats fol* 
lowed the publication of another blue 
book. 
It is specially welcomed by the 
London papers, which this morning ex­ 
pressed their satisfaction, notably at the 
view of the Egyptian regent, which if 
held to nullify entirely the Trench idea 
that Englend lacks the approval of the 
Egyptian government. 
The most important feature of the 
blue book is a dispatch, dated Oct. A2» 
from Marquis of Salisbury to the Brit­ 
ish ambassador at Paris, Sir Edmond 
Manson, reporting the previous inter­ 
view' with Baron de Oourcel, in which 
the latter wished to ascertain what solu­ 
tion of the questiou was possible. la 
this dispatch the Marquis of Salisbury 
says: 
“I generally insisted that the Nile 
valley belonged ana still belonged to 
Egypt and that whatever dimiuntiiOa 
tnat title had suffered by the Mahdie 
conquest had been removed by the t i * 
tory at Obonrnian." 
Baron de Couroel then said France 
wauted an outlet to the Nile, and th* 
Marquis of salisbury requested that 
the whole proposition be made in writ* 
lug, although he would not adiuitftt 
validity. 
The blue book also contains interest 
ing letters from Mustapha, the regent 
of Egypt, to General Kitchener sad 
Lord Cromer, the British diplomat!* 
agent, respectively, showing Egypt'* 
attitude. 
He wrote to General ivitoh- 
euer, warmly thanking him for taking 
possession of Fashoda. 
The regent, in writing to Lord Oro* 
mer, protested against “the French vio­ 
lation of Egyptian territory," adding 
that Egypt baa never lost sight of th* 
reoccupation of the provinces of the 
Soudan, which are the actual sources of 
the Vitality of Egypt, aud from which 
sue only withdrew owing to force. 
He 
also said that the reconquest of Khar­ 
toum would fail to have its effect if the 
valley of the Nile was not restored to 
kgypt.

county. Several of the rioters ha?* 
been captured aud lodged in jail at For­ 
est, bat the others escaped iuto th* 
swamps. 
Large crowds of white mea 
are iu close pursuit, however, aud more 
names are expected to be added to th* 
death list. 
It is impossible to obtain a full list of 
the killed for the reason that some of 
the negroes were shot down in th* 
woods aud hurriedly buried -by the 
H avana, Oct. 25.—From Gibara and whites where they fell. 
Holguin come reports of a fearful epi­ 
demic of smallpox. 
In many cases the 
dead lie unburied over 50 hoars, there 
being no one to dig the graves.

victims are buried in the yards of their 
houses. 
The whole district is panic­ 
stricken'.

The Vanderbilts are reconciled at last. 
Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, 
Sr., has for­ 
given his son Cornelias, Jr., for marry­ 
ing Miss Grace Wilson against parental 
will. The young man has come into his 
own again and will inherit his share of 
the $80,000,000 his father will leave 
when he goes where he cannot take a 
penny of it. Baby fingers did it—and a 
pretty young wife, who pleaded with 
her father and her brother till they 
clasped hands. The baby fingers belong 
to Cornelius Vanderbilt, third, not yet 
6 months old; the other peacemaker is 
Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt’s daughter, whose marriage 
was as happy and sunny as her brother’s 
was bitter and stormy. 
When young William H. Vanderbilt, 
Jr., died, in bis junior year at Yale, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, head of the great 
multimillionaire house of Vanderbilt, 
bowed his head in abject grief. He had 
expected everything of that son—bis 
oldest boy. The bulk of the fortune—a 
fortune beyond ordinary comprehension

PHILIPPINE FRIARS. 


N fK otisttn ff to S e ll C hurch P ro p erty 
In A n tic ip a tio n o f n C h an ge. 
An interesting story comes from the 
Philippines to the effect that the friars, 
whose rule and domination in the 
Philippines have been one of the chief 
causes for the insurrection and revolu­ 
tion of the natives, have begun negotia­ 
tions with a syndicate formed in Hong­ 
kong for the sale of a large amount of 
church property in their possession and 
under their control in the islands. 
The friars have for many years exer 
cised great influence over the islands, 
and have been allowed by the govern­ 
ment of Madrid to acquire not only a 
large amount of property in the shape 
of churches and costly furnishings and 
convents, but also large tracts of land, 
plantations, houses and buildings, sa 
that they have been able to dictate in 
many instances the means of living to 
the natives, and their impositions, ac­ 
cording to the statements of Senor 
Agoncillo while in Washington, were 
one of the principal reasons which 
caused the existence of the present revo­ 
lution. Thus they have acquired vain 
able estates. 
For some time past, in fact ever 
since the fall of Manila, they have been

The New York Commercial Adver­ 
tiser’s London correspondent, writing 
under the date of Oct. 3 about the pro­ 
jected European conference to repress 
anarchists, says: There is more likeli­ 
hood of a European conference as to the 
repression of anarchists than there bas 
been at any time since their assassina­ 
tions began. The murder of the empress 
of Austria, a woman that kept aloof 
from politics and shunned even recog­ 
nition of her rank, set a present climax 
to them that has stirred the powers to 
fresh consideration of the matter, aud, 
at least on the continent, made public 
opinion more tolerant of strong meas­ 
ures. 
The Italian government, smarting un­ 
der the jest charge that the peninsula 
is a nursery of anarchists that wander 
over 
central 
aud western 
Europe, 
promptly took the initiative aud sug­ 
gested a European conference, to which 
each state should send diplomatic, legal 
and administrative envoys. Tho replies 
of the cabinets were unexpectedly en­ 
couraging. They did not enter into de­ 
tails. They even hinted that the confer­ 
ence might be sterile, but at least they 
were willing to try the experiment. 
Accordingly the Italian foreign office is 
preparing to suggest a time and a place 
cf meeting, probably in some city like 
Venice, where anarchists are few, and. 
after further exchanges of opinion with 
the other chancelleries, to outline a pro­ 
gramme. 
Diff erences of view over this may de­ 
feat the projected conference, but at the 
moment signs favor its asembling. Eng­ 
land, as I am inform ad, bas approved 
the plan in principle, but with the ut­ 
most reserve as to definite measures, 
while Switzerland desires to clear it­ 
self from the imputation that it will­ 
ingly harbors anarchists. 
Whether or 
not the United States has been invited, 
it is impossible to learn bere in Lou­ 
don 
Suggestions abound as to the recom­ 
mendations that the conference might 
wisely make, but only one has thus far 
found semiofficial support. The German 
cabinet, it is said, stands ready to pro- 
pose a European agreement, supplement- . 
ed by the necessary legislation in each I 
state, whereby each government shall 
j 
arrest anarchists within its territories i 
and deport them to their native coon- I 
try, leaving its anthorities to watch and j 
repress them according to its laws. 
Each European state would thus be- I 
come responsible for its own anarchists, 
Switzerland would escape from the re­ 
proach of an anarchist refuge and plot­ 
ting ground and the burden of interna­ 
tional protection would fall heaviest on 
the police of Italy, Spain and France, 
where anarchists most abound. 
The 
continental governments outside the 
cantons and much continental opinion 
would probably accept very slight sus­ 
picions as sufficient ground for such ex­ 
pulsion, but it is very doubtful whether 
England and Switzerland, if they agreed 
to common deportation, would not re­ 
quire much more proof. 
Even so, the plan would kindle warm 
protest when the necessary legislation 
came for enactment in parliament and 
in many newspapers. The continental 
powers would probably welcome more 
stringent measures, each adapted to 
local conditions, against the dissemina­ 
tion of anarchistic prints and the bold­ 
ing of anarchistic meetings, but bere 
agaiu England and Switzerland would 
scarcely go to extreme lengths. 
If continental influences should pre­ 
vail, there is a chance that the confer­ 
ence may overdo repressive measures 
und breed anarchists and sympathy for 
them. There is more likelihood that its 
deliberations, if it meets, will be barren 
of practical results. Moreover, it seems 
only fair that the United States should 
be represented since, should there be 
any agreement toward common expul­ 
sion, it would become forthwith a gen­ 
eral anarchistic refuge. 
Certainly the conference will not be 
I tacitly aimed at either Italy or Switzer­ 
land. The Italian government has dis­ 
armed its hostile critics by its initiation 
of the project, aud no delegate will be 
so discourteous as to suggest that the 
unjust incidence of taxation upon the 
poor in Italy aud the poverty caused in 
part by her ambitions to seem a great 
power tend to make the peninsula a 
forcing house of anarchists. 
Besides, it is the boast of tho Italian 
police that it has nearly every suspect­ 
ed anarchist within its jurisdiction- 
some probably very undeservedly—in 
prison or under narrow surveillance. 
Since the murder of the empress the 
Swiss republic has bestirred itself and 
already sent 
twoscore of anarchist 
leaders out of its territory into France 
and Italy. It has also protested vigor-

The New York Cor.tmrcial Ariver 
tistr’s London correspondent, writing 
tinder the date cf Oct. 3 about the pro­ 
jected European conference to repress 
anarchists, says: There is more likeli­ 
hood of a European conference as to the 
repression of anarchists than there has 
been at any time since their assassina­ 
tions began. The murder of the empress 
of Austria, a woman that kept aloof 
from politics and shunned even recog­ 
nition of her rank, set a present climax 
to them that has stirred the powers to 
fresh consideration of the matter, and. 
at least on the continent, made public 
opinion more tolerant of strong meas­ 
ures. 
The Italian government, smarting un­ 
der the just charge that the peninsula 
is a nursery of anarchists that wander 
! over 
central 
and 
western 
Europe, 
promptly took the initiative and sug­ 
gested a European conference, to which 
| each state should send diplomatic, legal 
and administrative envoys. The replies 
of the cabinets were unexpectedly en­ 
couraging. 
They did not enter into de­ 
tails. They even hinted that the confer­ 
ence m ight be sterile, but at least they 
were willing to try tho experiment. 
Accordingly the Italian foreign office is 
preparing to suggest a time and a place 
ct meeting, probably in some city like 
Venice, where anarchists are few, and, 
ufter further exchanges of opinion with 
the other chancelleries, to outline a pro­ 
gramme. 
Differences of view over this may de­ 
feat the projected conference, hnt at the 
moment signs favor its asemhliug. Eng­ 
land, as I am informad, bas approved 
tho plan in principle, hut with the ut­ 
most reserve as to definite measures, 
while Switzerland desires to clear it­ 
self from the imputation that it w ill­ 
ingly harbors anarchists. 
Whether or 
not the United States has been invited, 
it is impossible to learn here in Lon­ 
don 
Suggestions abound as to the recom­ 
mendations that the conference might 
wisely make, but only one has thus far 
found semiofficial support. The German 
cabinet, it is said, stands ready to pro­ 
pose a European agreement, supplement­ 
ed by the necessary legislation in each 
state, whereby each government shall 
arrest anarchists within its territories 
and deport them to their native coun­ 
try, leaving its authorities to watch and 
repress them according to its laws. 
Each European state woald thus be­ 
come responsible for its own anarchists, 
Switzerland would escape from the re­ 
proach of an anarchist refuge and plot­ 
ting ground and the burden of interna­ 
tional protection would fall heaviest on 
the police of Italy, Spain and France, 
where anarchists most abound. 
The 
continental governments outside the 
cantons and much continental opinion 
would probably accept very slight sus­ 
picions as sufficient ground for such ex­ 
pulsion, but it is very doubtful whether 
England arid Switzerland, if they agreed 
to common deportation, would not re­ 
quire much more proof. 
Even so, the plan would kindle warm 
protest when the necessary legislation 
came for enactment in parliament, and 
in many newspapers. 
The continental 
powers would probably welcome more 
stringent measures, each adapted 
local conditions, against the dissemina­ 
tion of anarchistic prints and the hold­ 
ing of anarchistic meetings, but here 
again England and Switzerland would 
scarcely go to extreme lengths. 
If continental influences should pre 
vail, there is a chance that the confer­ 
ence may overdo repressive measures 
and breed anarchists and sympathy for 
them. There is more likelihood that its 
deliberations, if it meets, will be barren 
of practical results. Moreover, it seems 
only fair that the United States should 
he represented since, should there be 
any agreement toward common expul­ 
sion, it would become forthwith a gen­ 
eral anarchistic refuge. 
Certainly the conference will not be

Foi months the American actors and 
actresses have been swaggering about 
bragging of their enormous salaries and 
lording things generally over the poor 
underpaid English actors. But the other 
day from the talk on the Rialto a 
stranger would think the American ac­ 
tors were not earning enough to save 
themselves from starvation. A few days 
ago a tax agent secured from George

the salaries given the members of the

M a g n e tic S u r v e y o f tb e G lo b e R e c o m ­ 
m e n d e d a t a M e e tin g In K u r la n d . 
A meeting of scientific men has re­ 
cently concluded its labors at Bristol, 
England, iii connection with the meet­ 
ing of the British Association For the 
Advancement of Science. 
This body 
was com posed of the leading authorities 
on the study of terrestrial magnetism, 
and among those attending were Dr. A. 
Schuster ot England, Dr. M. E. Schen- 
hageu of Potsdam, Professor T. Lizuar 
of Vienna, Professor E. Mascartof Paris 
and General M. Rykatcbew of St. Pe­ 
tersburg. The United States was repre­ 
sented by Mr. Charles A. Schott of the 
coast and geodetic survey. Magnetic 
surveys of the United States are by law 
intrusted to the coast and geodetic sur­ 
rey, and it was very important that a 
representative of the survey should be 
present at the conference. 
The questions submitted for delibera­ 
tion before this body concerned the 
preparation of a plan for a systematic 
magnetic survey of the entire globe, 
and the deliberations of the convention 
resulted in a general recommendation 
for that purpose. The principal work of 
the conference, however, centered in 
the wider questions involving magnetic 
observations, their present unsatisfac­ 
tory distribution over the globe and 
their iliad* quacy as regards numbers. 
It is here that the United States is in a 
position to take a most important step 
in the advancement of knowledge by 
establishing aud maintaining a well 
equipped magnetic observatory on one 
of the Hawaiian Islands. 
The position 
of these islands is unique, being central 
to a vast unexplored or magnetically 
unknowu region and well adapted for 
the special study of the modifications ! 
which the diurnal and secular variations j 
of the magnetic needle are supposed to 
undergo in consequence of a surround­ 
ing ocean, as contrasted with a conti- J 
nental surface 
The president of the conference, Pro- J 
lessor A. VV. Rucker, took occasion to , 
call attention in a most flattering man­ 
ner to the work of the coast aud geodetic 
survey in the field of terrestrial mag 
netisra and particularly to the long and 
valuable services of Mr. Schott in this 
field.—New York Sun.

Shaftesbury theater, a complete list of 
the salaries given the members of the

All 
those members whose salaries amount to 
more than $1,000 a year recently re­ 
ceived official notice to pay six months’ 
income tax in advance at the rate of 3 
cents on the dollar.

M agnetic* S u r v e y a f ik e G lo b e R e c o m ­ 
m e n d e d ut a M eet i ok In F ilm la n d . 
A meeting of scientific men has re­ 
cently concluded its labors at Bristol, 
England, iii connection w ith the meet­ 
ing of the Biitish Association For the 
Advancement of Science. 
This body 
was composed of the leading authorities 
on the study of terrestrial magnetism, 
and among those attending were Dr. A. 
Schuster ot England, Dr. M. E. Sehen- 
hagen of Potsdam, Professor T. Liznar 
of Vienna, Professor E. M ascartof Paris 
and General M. Rykatcbew of St. Pe­ 
tersburg. The United States was repre­ 
sented by Mr. Charles A. Schott of the 
coast and geodetic survey. 
Magnetic 
surveys of the United States are by law 
intrusted to the coast and geodetic sur­ 
rey, and it was very im portant that a 
representative of the survey should be 
present at the conference. 
The questions submitted for delibera­ 
tion before this body concerned tho 
preparation of a plan for a systematic 
magnetic survey of the entire globe, 
and the deliberations of the convention 
resulted in a general recommendation 
for that purpose. The principal work of 
the conference, however, centered in 
the wider questions involving magnetic 
observations, their present unsatisfac­ 
tory distribution over the globe and 
their iliad* quacy as regards numbers. 
It is here that the United States is in a 
position to take a most important step 
in the advancement of knowledge by 
establishing aud maintaining a well 
equipped magnetic observatory on one 
of the Hawaiian Islands. 
The position j 
of these islands is unique, being central j 
to a vast unexplored or magnetically ; 
unknown region and well adapted for j 
the special study of the modifications ! 
which the diurnal and secular variations j 
of the magnetic needle are supposed to 
undergo in consequence of a surround­ 
ing ocean, as contrasted with a conti­ 
nental surface 
The president of the conference, Pro­ 
fessor A. VV. Rucker, took occasion til 
call attention iii a most flattering man­ 
ner to tho work of the coast and geodetic 
survey in the field of terrestrial mag­ 
netism and particularly to the long and 
valuable services of Mr. Schott in this 
field.—New York Sun.

CHESS EXPERT TO VISIT US. 


A r r a n g e m e n ts H ave B een M ade F o r 
J a n o w n k i to T onr A m erica. 
Chess players large and small through­ 
out the country will have occasion to 
lejoice. There is coming to America, 
at a date not precisely fixed, but prob­ 
ably in the early winter, one of the 
most brilliant of European experts— 
Janowski. So powerful has this man 
become in the “ silent game’” that he 
is now at least the sixth player of Eu­ 
rope, or rather of the world, for two of 
the world’s champions are Americans, 
aud some devotees of the game who un­ 
derstand ranking well put him among 
the first five. 
It is not Janowski’s ranking that 
will make all chess lovers anxious to 
see his games, however, but the man’s 
brilliancy of execution. No man in the 
world is Janow.ki’8equal in sensational 
playing. He continuously does wonder­ 
ful things. 
He plays a game indiffer­ 
ently for hours, and all but loses it, 
when the “ lock” commences to change. 
A single move, or at the most two, has 
altered the entire situation. Janowski 
bas evolved some remarkable combina­ 
tion, some scheme that was hitherto 
inconceivable, has made a game that 
was lost in a moment won. 
Were he ae great a match or tourna­ 
ment player, proportionately, as he is 
on occasion he would lead the world of 
chess. Some think be may become mas­ 
ter of the world yet. They speak of his 
increasing steadiness, of his better tour­ 
nament play the last four or five years. 
As a matter of fact, the records and 
scores of the great international tourna­ 
ments do show a continuously better 
placing of Janowski. 
He stands mnch 
higher as a tournament man than be 
did, and he has accomplished this with­ 
out losing a tithe of bis brilliancy. 
The matches he plays in America 
will therefore be watched with the 
greatest interest. Outside of the coming 
of Lasker some years ago America bas 
not had such a distinguished chess vis­ 
itor for a very long time. Janowski is 
compared by those that know his Euro­ 
pean record and are acquainted with his 
play to the famous Morphy; this in re­ 
gard to his pyrotechnic brilliancy. In 
the matter of steadiness he is not of 
course comparable to that king of chess. 
It is altogether probable that his first 
appearance and his introduction to 
American chessmen w ill be at the Man­ 
hattan Chess club, New York.—Pitts­ 
burg Dispatch.

A STATE HOTEL. 


Aa A lloted Proposed Im provem ent, 
W i t h M a n y G o o d P o i n t s . 
If there io a n y th in g m ore than a n ­ 
o th er that appt als to the trav eling m an 
of the 
U nited 
S ta te s ,” rem ark ed a 
New Y ork dru m m er, w h o h ad been ou 
th e road tor a good m any years, to a 
W ashin gton Bt.ir reporter, ‘‘it is the, 
hotel he m ust put up at aud put up 
w ith , lur his home Ufo is chiefly con­ 
fined to hotels; w h ich rem inds me th a t 
th e oddest th in g I have seen in th a t 
line I found not long ago in this very 
town of W ashington. 
A hustling C hi­ 
cago fellow showed me the plaus of a 
new hotel he proposes to erect in the 
spring for the especial benefit of the 
cosmopolitan class of visitors the na­ 
tional capital always attracts. The man 
has the money subscribed, or told me 
he had, and he will go to work on the 
building as soon next year as he lias se­ 
cured an eligible site. 
‘‘The hotel will be known as the 
States, this title attaching to it intrin­ 
sically, because it is to be of the states 
—th at is to say, it w ill be composed of 
45 apartm ents of 
five rooms each, 
though possibly some of the apartm ents 
w ill have ten rooms, and each apart­ 
m ent w ill be named for a state, aud a 
guest from that state w ill be assigned 
to quarters under his own vine aud fig 
tree, so to speak. 
N aturally there are 
more people in W ashington from New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Chicago 
than elsewhere and apartm ents for these 
states w ill probably contain ten rooms. 
Now, when a guest arrives and regis­ 
ters he w ill be sent to his own state­ 
room, aud instead of lauding in the 
m idst of strange sights he will find pic­ 
tures of fam iliar things from his state 
on the w alls; en g rav in g s of his state 
capital and other public buildings, por­ 
traits of well known men of the state, 
aud, when possible, various souvenirs 
in furniture and finishings, which will 
be pleasing to the traveler who finds his 
warmest welcome at an inn. 
‘‘There will be other home attractions 
as well, such as fam iliar drinks at the 
bar—that is to say, drinks indigenous 
to the taste of the natives of the various 
states—asw ell as dishes on the table 
th at w ill make a man hungry and 
homesick a t the same tim e. 
That idea 
is a great one, I think, for it isn’t a l­ 
ways a man takes an appetite to a hotel 
table w ith him. 
There are some other 
details th at I don’t recall now, but you 
have enough to catch the idea and be 
able to realize that when the States is 
completed and in running order W ash­ 
ington w ill have the most unique hos­ 
telry in the country.” 


CZAR EARNEST FOR PEACE. 


D isa rm a m en t P ro p o sa l C am e o f H is 
Own In itia tiv e . Says Mr. Stead. 
W illiam T. Stead, who is m aking a 
tour of the European capitals in behalf 
of the London Daily News to ascertain 
the attitude of the various countries to­ 
w ard the czar’s disarm am ent proposal, 
recently arrived 
in St. 
Petersburg. 
Fiom there he w rites that the disheart­ 
ening suggestions of skeptical pessimists 
are unfounded. 
There is, he says, no 
hum bug about the proposal. 
Tne czar 
is entirely in earnest. Neither M. W itte, 
m inister of finance, nor M. Pobiedonost- 
seff, procurator general of the holy 
synod, nor Count Mnravieff, m inister 
of foreign affairs, was the author of the 
proposal, which was due to the personal 
initiative of the czar. He imposed his 
w ill on his m inisters. 
Mr. Stead adds: 
“ The scheme was conceived in a m ind 
imbued from childhood with the horror 
of war and the passion for peace which 
distinguished the czar's father. 
It was 
fostered continually by the increasing 
evidence of the fatuous, suicidal policy 
of ‘beggar my neighbor’ and found con­ 
genial environm ent in the personal and 
domestic entourage of the czar and was 
finally launched w ith the splendid au­ 
dacity of youth.” 
M. W itte welcomes the proposal in 
the hope of checking the ever increasing 
demands of m ilitarism . 
M. Pobiedo- 
nostseff is not enthusiastio over it. 
Count M uravieff w ill do hie m aster’s 
bidding. 
Mr. Stead concludes his let­ 
ter w ith the statem ent that all the gov­ 
ernments, w ith the exception of three 
or four, have responded favorably to the 
proposal.—Special Cable to New York 
Sun.

dacity of youth.” 
M. Witte welcomes the proposal in 
the hope of checking the ever increasing 
demands of militarism.

nostseff is not enthusiastic over it.

The circuit is broken 
once only, yon see, to make any letter 
The present telegraph code breaks the 
oircnit about three times on the average 
for every letter, and the operator with 
the present system can send only 40 
words a minute unless he’s an expert, 
and the expert rarely does better than 
75 or 80 words a minnie. At the receiv­ 
ing end of the wire with my system the 
operator—bot there won’t be any oper 
ator. The message will print itself at 
that end as in a stock ticker, only mach 
faster and en either a tape or a letter 
sheet. So really anybody that can spell 
can send his own messages with my 
machine if the operator doesn't happen 
to be handy. As for the expert operator, 
he could send 250 words a minute—per­ 
haps more.

“ I’ve been working only six months 
on my printing telegraph. I didn’t want 
much said about it until I could got it 
patented everywhere. Just the other day 
I got my last patent in England, tho last 
of 22 patents covering all the civilized 
nations. • 
“ I have secured the assistance of 
capitalists both in Milwaukee and St. 
Paul. Mr. Casper Ernst, the banker, of 
St Paul, is aiding me,and so is Mr. H. R. 
Strohmeyer of Milwaukee, who used to 
live in Minneapolis. No, I haven’t sold 
my patent—that is, I haven’t disposed 
of it outright—but I have an under­ 
standing with the Western Union com­ 
p an y—not a contract—that the company 
will rent all of my machines as fast as 
I can turn them out. 
We have already 
put the machine in on six stations of 
the Milwaukee road to test them. They 
worked perfectly. They need no metal1 
lie circuits, no change in the wiring 
They are small and simple.

Edison, was a 
bashful, blond 
young German w ith a pearl tinted fe ­ 
dora hat, pale blue eyes, a smooth face, 
a colorless manner aud a grav summer 
suit. 
He was not eager to discuss bis 
inventions. His identity was discovered 
by accident. But the glorious confidence 
of a Monte-Ohristo would have supported 
feebly the astounding claims of the 
bashfnl blond from Whitefish Bay, Wis. 
“ Yes, I have made some inventions,” 
said he gently, prodncing a card where­ 
on he was described as “ inventor of po­ 
lice alarm indicator, fire alarm indi­ 
cator, hotel indicator, printing telegraph 
and the improved continuous rail.” 
“ The printing telegraph,” he contin­ 
ued, “ is probably the most Important. 
I have made a little machine something 
like a typewriter, on that machine you 
send a telegraph message just ai you 
write on a typewriter. Only you can 
send all the letters of any word at the 
same time—that is, unless it’s a very 
big word. 
If it has more than ten let­ 
ters—well, a man has only ten fingers. 
With some practice yon oan send 800 
words a minnie. 
The circuit is broken 
once only, yon see, to make any letter 
The present telegraph code breaks the 
circuit about three times on the average 
for every letter, and the operator with 
the present system oan send only 40 
words a minnie unless he’s an expert, 
aud the expert rarely does better than 
75 or 80 words a minute. At the receiv­ 
ing end of the wire with my system the 
operator—bot there won’t be any oper­ 
ator. The message will print itself at 
that end as in a stock ticker, only mnch 
faster and en either a tape or a letter 
sheet. So really anybody that can spell 
can send bis own messages with my 
machine if the operator doesn’t happen 
to be handy. As for the expert operator, 
ho could send 250 words a minute—per­ 
haps more. 
“ I’vo been working only six months 
on my printing telegraph. I didn’t want 
mnch said about it until I could got it 
patented everywhere. Just the other day 
I got my last patent in England, the last 
of 22 patents covering all the civilized 
nations. • 
“ I have secured the assistance of 
capitalists both in Milwaukee and St. 
Paul. Mr. Casper Ernst, the banker, of 
St Paul, is aiding me,and so is Mr. H. R. 
Strobmeyer of Milwaukee, who used to 
live in Minneapolis. No, I haven’t sold 
my patent—that is, I haven’t disposed 
of it outright— but I have an under­ 
standing with the Western Union com­ 
pany—not a contract—that the company 
will rent all of my machines as fast as 
I can tnrn them out. 
We have already 
put the machine in on six stations of 
the Milwaukee road to test them. They 
worked perfectly. They need no metal­ 
lic circuits, no change in the wiring. 
They are small and simple. 
“ In a month or two I ’ll begin put­ 
ting them into the Western Union 
offices in the Twin Cities and elsewhere. 
The Western Union has 22,000 offices 
and maybe 50,000 operators. 
It will 
send three times as fast from one end 
anil will dispense with any operators at 
the other end; besides, it will not re­ 
quire an expert to run the machine. 
A 
boy or a young girl oan be hired to do 
the work for, say, $0 a week, about $24 
a month. 
The machine only costs $10 
to manufacture, but it will be rented 
for §6 a month. That will make the ex­ 
pense for each machine about $30 a 
month. 
Now, the average operator un 
dor the old system gets $50 a month. 
Yes, it will be a big saving for the com­ 
pany. One million dollars a month? 
Ob* all of that, maybe more. 
“ I think if s a good invention, ” added 
Mr. Hachmann, in an apologetic tone, 
as if perhaps it was a contrivance hard­ 
ly worth mentioning. “ Professor Bar­ 
rett, who had charge of the electrical 
department at the World’s fair, said he 
thought it was the greatest improve­ 
ment ever made in telegraphing.”

The New York Commercial A dver­ 
tiser’s London correspondent, w riting 
under the date of Get. 3 about the pro­ 
jected European conference to repress 
anarchists, says: There is more likeli­ 
hood of a European conference as to the 
repression of anarchists than there bas 
been at any time since their assassina­ 
tions hogan. Tho m urder of the empress 
of Austria, a woman th a t kept aloof 
from politics and shunned even recog­ 
nition of her rank, set a present climax 
to them th at has stirred the powers to 
fresh consideration of the m atter, and, 
at least on the continent, m ade public 
opinion more tolerant of strong m eas­ 
ures. 
The Italian government, sm arting u n ­ 
der the just charge that the peninsula 
is a nursery of anarchists that w ander 
over 
central 
aud 
western 
Europe, 
promptly took the initiative and sug­ 
gested a European conference, to which 
each state should send diplomatic, legal 
and adm inistrative envoys. Tho replies 
of tho cabinets were unexpectedly en­ 
couraging. 
Thoy did not enter into de­ 
tails. They oven hinted that the confer­ 
ence m ight bo sterile, but at least they 
were w illing to try the experiment. 
Accordingly the Italian foreign office is 
preparing to suggest a fimo and a place 
cf meeting, probably iii some city like 
Venice, where anarchists are few, and, 
utter further exchanges of opinion with 
the other chancelleries, to outline a pro­ 
gramme. 
Differences of view over this m ay de- I 
feat the projected conference, but at tin* 
moment signs favor itsasem bling. Eng­ 
land, as I am informed, has approved 
the plan in principle, bot w ith the u t­ 
most reserve as to definite measures, i 
while Switzerland desires to clear it- j 
self from the im putation th at it will- J 
iugly harbors anarchists.

church property in th eir possession and 
under their control in tim islands. 
The friars have for m any yeurs exor- I 
cl sod great influence over the islands, 
and have been allowed by the govern­ 
m ent of Madrid to acquire not only a | 
large am ount of property in the shape 
of churches und costly furnishings aud 
convento, but also large tracts of land, ! 
plantations, houses and buildings, so 
that they have been able to dictate in 
many instances the m eans of living to 
the natives, and their impositions, ac­ 
cording to the statem ents of Senor I 
Anoncillo w hile in W ashington, were 
oue of the principal 
reasons which 
caused the existence of the present revo- [ 
lotion. 
Thus they have acquired valu­ 
able estates. 
For some tim e 
past, in fact ever 
since the fall of Manila, they have beeu 
fearful lest their power was about to tie 
term inated, und have laid plans to pre 
vent the loss of their holdings. 
Know­ 
ing th a t the government of the United 
States would permit no union of church 
aud state, th^y have begun negotiations 
to sell their property to a syndicate Im 
iug formed in Hongkong. 
This very 
fact the natives take to m ean that the 
power of Spain over the Philippines is 
lost forever. — St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Even so, the plan would kindle warm 
protest when the necessary legislation 
came for enactm ent in parliament and 
in m any newspapers. 
The continental 
powers would probably welcome more 
stringent measures, each adapted to 
local conditions, against the disseinina- 
I Hon of anarchistic prints and the bold­ 
ing of anarchistic meetings, bat here 
ngaiu England aud Switzerland would 


I scarcely go to extrem e leugrhs. 
lf continental influence! should pre 
j vail. there is a chance that the confer- 
I 
euce may overdo repressive measures 
und breed anarchists and sympathy for 
them. There is more likelihood that its 
deliberations, if it meets, will he barren 
of practical results Moreover, it seems 
only fair th a t the United States should 
be represented since, should there he 
any agreement toward common expul­ 
sion, it would become forthw ith a gen­ 
eral anarchistic refuge. 
C ertainly the conference will not be 
tacitly aim ed at either Italy or Sw itzer­ 
land. 
The Italian government has dis­ 
armed its hostile cuties by its initiation 
of the project, aud no delegate will be 
so discourteous as to* suggest that the 
uujust incidence of taxation upon the 
poor in Ituly anti tho poverty caused in 
part by her ambitious to seem a great 
power feud to make the peninsula a 
forcing house of anarchists. 
Besides, it is the boast of the italian 
police that it has nearly every suspect

By this time the news of the tragedy 
had spread throngh the business portion 
of the city and a crowd had collected, 
but no one could gain admission to the 
house. * Mr. 
Brant’s father, Henry 
Brant, had been notified and lost no 
time in reaching his son’s home, while 
word was sent to Col. H. R. Hill and 
Walter B. Hill, his attorneys, who came 
without delay. 
A number of intimate 
friends also tendered their aid, aud by 
this tune Officer Terreuce had been on 
doty so long at the frout gate and 
Officer White at the rear of the house 
that no attempt was made by the cari­ 
ous crowd to pass the low iroi> fence. 
A brief consultation was held when 
the attorneys arrived, aud a course 
quickly decided upon. 
Mayor Bough 
knew of the tragedy, and was in his 
office, while Chief Johnson, who had 
ouly reached the city by the evening 
traiu from the east, hastened to the 
scene. Undertaker J. D. West was 
called, and after the body had been seen 
bv Colonel Hill it was removed to his 
establishment.

A meeting of scientific men bas re­ 
cently concluded its labors at Bristol, 
England, in connection with the meet­ 
ing of the British Association For the 
Advancement of Science. 
This body 
was coni posed of the leading authorities 
on the study of terrestrial magnetism, 
and among those attending were Dr. A. 
Schuster of England, Dr. M. E. Solo ti­ 
llage!] of Potsdam, Professor T. Liznar 
of Vienna, Professor E. Ma scarf of Paris 
and General M. Rykatobew of St. Pe­ 
tersburg. The United States was repre­ 
sented by Mr. Charles A. Schott of the 
coast and geodetic survey. 
Magnetic 
surveys of the United States are by law 
intrusted to the coast and geodetic sur­ 
rey, aud it was very important that a 
representative of the survey should be 
present at the conference. 
The questions submitted for delibera­ 
tion before this body concerned the 
preparation of a plan for a systematic 
magnetic survey of the entire globe, 
and the deliberations of the convention 
resulted in a general recommendation 
for that purpose. The principal work of 
the conference, however, centered in 
the wider questions involving magnetic 
observations, their present unsatisfac­ 
tory distribution over the globe and 
their iuaihquttcjas regards numbers. 
It is here that the United States is in a 
position to take a most important step 
in the advancement of knowledge by 
establishing aud maintaining a well 
equipped magnetic observatory on one 
of the Hawaiian Islands. 
The position 
of these islands is unique, being central 
to a vast unexplored or magnetically 
unknown region aud well adapted for 
the special study of the modifications 
which the diurnal and secular variations 
of the magnetic needle are supposed to 
undergo in consequent* of a surround­ 
ing ocean, as contrasted with a conti­ 
nental surface. 
The president of the conference, Pro­ 
fessor A. VV. Rucker, took occasion to 
call attention in a most flattering m an­ 
ner to tho work of tbecoast aud geodetic 
survey in the field of terrestrial m ag­ 
netism and particularly to the long and 
valuable services of Mr. Bchott in this 
field.— New York Sun.

J a n o w N k l t o T o u r A m e r ic a . 
Chess players large arid Final I through­ 
out the country w ill have occasion 
t o 
rejoice. 
There is corning to America, 
at a date not precisely fixed, but prob­ 
ably in tbe early w inter, one of the 
most brilliant of European experts— 
Janowski. 
So powerful has this man 
become in the “ silent game’” that he 
is now at least the sixth player of E u ­ 
rope, or rather of the world, for two of 
the w orld’s champions are Americans, 
and some devotees of the game who un­ 
derstand ranking well put him among 
the first five. 
It is not Janow ski’s ranking that 
will make all chess lovers anxious to 
see his games, however, but the m an’s 
brilliancy of execution. No man in the 
world is Jan o w .k i’s equal in sensational 
playing. He continuously does wonder­ 
ful things. 
He plays a game indiffer­ 
ently for hours, and all but loses it, 
when the “ luck” commences to change. 
A single move, or at the most two, bas 
altered the entire situation. 
Janowski 
has evolved some rem arkable combina­ 
tion, some scheme th at was hitherto 
inconceivable, bas made a game that 
was lost in a moment won. 
W ere he as great a match or tourna­ 
m ent player, proportionately, as be is 
on occasion he would lead the world of 
chess. Some think be may become mas­ 
ter of the world yet. They speak of his 
increasing steadiness, of his better tour­ 
nam ent play tbe last four or five years. 
As a m atter of fact, the records and 
scores of the great international tourna­ 
m ents do show a continuously better 
placing of Janow ski. 
He stands much 
higher as a tournam ent man than be 
did, and he has accomplished this w ith ­ 
out losing a tithe of bis brilliancy. 
The m atches he plays in America 
will 
therefore be watched w ith the 
greatest interest. Outside of tbe coming 
of Lasker some years ago America bas 
not had such a distinguished chess vis­ 
itor for a very long time. 
Janowski is 
compared by those th at know his Euro­ 
pean record and are acquainted w ith bis 
play to the famous M orphy; this in re­ 
gard to his pyrotechnic brilliancy. 
In 
tbe m atter of steadiness be is not of 
course comparable to th at king of chess. 
It is altogether probable th at his first 
appearance 
and his introduction to 
American chessmen w ill be at the Man­ 
hattan Chess club, New York.—P itts ­ 
burg Dispatch.

W illiam T. Stead, w ho is making a 
tour of the European capitals iu behalf 
of the London Daily N ew s to ascertain 
the attitude of the various countries to­ 
ward the czar’s disarmament proposal, 
recently 
arrived 
in 
St. 
Petersburg. 
Fiom there be w rites that the disheart­ 
ening suggestions of skeptical pessim ists 
are unfounded. 
There is. he says, no 
humbug about the proposal. 
The czar 
is entirely in earnest. Neither M. W itte, 
m inister of finance, nor M. Pobiedonost- 
seff, procurator general of the holy 
synod, nor Count Muravieff, m inister 
of foreign affairs, was the author of the 
proposal, which was due to the personal 
initiative of the czar. 
He imposed his 
w ill on his m inisters. 
Mr. Stead adds: 
‘The scheme was conceived in a mind 
imbued from childhood with the horror 
of war and the passion for peace which 
distinguished the czar’s father. 
It was 
fostered continually by the increasing 
evidence of the fatuous, suicidal policy 
of ‘beggar my neighbor’ and found con­ 
genial environment in the personal and 
domestic entourage of the czar and was 
finally launched w ith the splendid au­ 
dacity of youth. ”

Lieutenant David H. Jarvis, United 
States navy, has recently returned to 
his home in Philadelphia from his trip 
to the Arctic sea, where be went to res­ 
cue the crews of tint icebound whaling 
fleet that was caught Just tail in the ice 
near Point Barrow. 
Lieutenant Jarvis 
is no stranger to those waters. 
This 
makes the uiuth voyage he has niude to 
that region of eternal snow aud ion. Ii 
takes u hero to brave the terrors of tin 
clim ate and endure the privations iud 
dent to a m idwinter march of 1,500 
miles. 
The government urged him to 
lead the party. 
In view of his previous 
voyages it could not insist upon it. 
He 
accepted the responsibility, although at 
great personal sacrifice. 
The trip was commenced Nov. 27 of 
last year, 
when 
the 
United 
States 
steamer Bear, Captain Tuttle, sailed 
from 
Seattle, with supplies 
for the 
w haling fleet, having on board Lien ten 
ant Jarvis ami hi.- ai-Mstauts, In en tun 
ant Bothell and Dr. Cull. The plan Wai­ 
te sail as fur north as the ice would per­ 
m it, then put the purty ushore, to make 
their way overland to Point Barrow the 
best way they could. 
The Bear got no 
farther 
than 
Cape 
Vancouver, 
just 
north of the sixtieth parallel, on Dt 
16, from w bieh point the party made 
its way by land to Point Barrow, keep 
big close to the coast line. 
The plan was to secure a largo herd 
of reindeer and drive them to the im 
prisoned whalers, where they could he 
killed aud eaten. Any other plan at that 
time of yeai would have proved a fail 
1 are. 
In the neigh hoi hood of 
Bering 


I strait there were reindeer to be had 
that the government had brought there 
a few years a ga 
They were owned by 
the natives, who had inert-used Hie herds 
considerably. 
About 140 were secured 
at Poult Rodney, 65 degrees north lati- 
1 tulle. 
T his herd was sent across the 
peninsula in charge of Dr. Call, w hile 
Lieutenant Jarvis continued 
up the 
coast to Cape Prince of Wales. Here he 
found a missionary named Locke, whom 
he knew to he an expert iii handling 
reindeer, aud who knew where they 
I could be obtained. 
Locke oousenled to 
join the rescue purty and got together 
a herd of 300 reindeer, and ten natives 
were takeu along to bandle them. 
The party traveled w ith dog sledges, 
carrying along some supplies. 
Some of 
the reindeer were broken 
to 
draw 
sledges, but the rest were driven, and 
that is not an easy matter. 
The two 
herds were joined at u place agreed 
upon aud were then driven about 700 
miles. 
They were 
kept together 
by 
(rained dogs aud by trained reindeer 


drawing sledges, wnich kept circling 
around them. 
The loss, including tin 
draft anim als, which were worn out, 
aud those killed for food, was 32. 
Tin 
rest were driven to Point Barrow. 
Th 
journey was uneventful. 
It was over a 
hard crust of snow’, which the reindeer 
had to break w ith their hoofs to get at 
their food, the reindeer moss. 
(Alice or 
tw ice the party w’ent hack from th* 
coast, but found the way less practical 
ole, and returned to it. 
On arriving at Point Barrow, March 
29, 102 days after leaving the Bear 
they found five of the eight whaler;* 
supposed to have I eeu imprison* <1 in 
that vicin ity— viz, the Belvidere, Feat 
less, Newport, Rosario and Jeuuie, all 
steamers. The Orca aud Freeman, which 
had been there, bud endeavored to get 
out, hut w’ere crushed by the ice, aud 
their crews were ashore at Point Bar­ 
row. 
The crews of the other vessels re­ 
mained on board ship. The vessels were 
stretched out for about 150 m iles along 
the coast. 
One other vessel, the W an­ 
derer, a hark, w hich had been w ith the 
others, started out, but concluded to re 
turn, aud went 
huck to Herschel is 
land, some distance to the eastward, 
where the whalers usually make their 
winter quarters, and found sufficient 
supplies there to keep the crew through 
the sea son. 
Lieutenant 
Jarvis 
established 
hi 
cam p about the m iddle of the line of 
vessels. 
The crews, about 275 persons 
in all, had been living on half r f tions 
through the winter and were in rather 
bad condition. 
The natives had hunte*. 
for them aud shared their food with 
them, but at times they had been or 
very short allowance. 
They had no ex 
poet at iou of relief until the season war 
far enough advanced for it to reach 
them by sea, aud when the land expedi 
tint) arrived they were us surprised ae 
they were delighted. 
They could not 
have got out of the ice uutil August. 
The rescuing party established their 
com rn i SMM I y headquarters aud built an 
icehouse, in which they kept the rein 
deer meat, k illing the anim als as* re 
quired ami taking the supplies on dog 
trains to the ships over the ice. 
Borne 
of them lay three or four m iles from 
shore. 
Before the Boar left Point Barrow on 
the return trip, Aug. 16, the other yes 
sels had gone to resume their bunt for 
whales or to return home.

only less important than the art’s in­ 
vention. As Morse was the Washington 
of the wire, Hachinanu will be the Lin­ 
coln. 
Yet this nnintentional Vanderbilt, 
this mechanical Cupid, this more mag­ 
ical 
Edison, was a 
bashful, blond 
young German with a pearl tinted ie 
doru hat, pale blue eyes, a smooth face, 
a colorless manner anil a grav summer 
suit. 
He was not eager to discuss bis 
inventions. His identity was discovered 
by accident. But the glorious confidence 
of a Monte-Ohristo would have supported 
feebly the astounding claims of the 
bashfnl blond from Whitefish Bay, Wis. 
“ Yes, I have made some inventions," 
said he gently, producing a card where­ 
on he was described as “ inventor of po­ 
lice alarm indicator, fire alarm indi­ 
cator, botel indicator, printing telegraph 
and the improved continuons rail.*’ 
“ The printing telegraph,’’ he contin­ 
ued, “ is probably the most important. 
I have made a little machine something 
like a typewriter, on that machine you 
send a telegraph message just ad you 
write on a typewriter. 
Only you can 
send all the letters of any word at the 
same time— that is, nnless it’s a very 
big word. 
If it has more than ten let­ 
ters—well, a man bas only ten fingers. 
With some practice you can send 200 
words a minute. 
The circuit is broken 
once only, yon see, to make any letter 
The present telegraph code breaks the 
circuit about three times on the average 
for every letter, and the operator with 
the present system can send only 40 
words a minute unless he’s an expert, 
and the expert rarely does better than 
75 or 80 words a minute. At the receiv­ 
ing end of the wire with my system the 
operator— but there won’t be any oper­ 
ator 
The message w ill print itself at 
that end as in a stock ticker, only ranch 
faster and en either a tape or a letter 
sheet So really anybody that can spell 
can send bis own messages with my 
machine if the operator doesn’t happen 
to be handy. Ah for the expert operator, 
he could send 250 words a minute—per­ 
haps more. 
“ I’ve been working only six months 
on my printing telegraph. I didn’t want 
much said about it until I could got it 
patenti d everywhere. Just the other day 
I got my last patent in England, the last 
of 22 patents covering all the civilized 
nations. • 
“ I have secured 
the assistance of 
capitalists both in Milwaukee and St. 
Paul. Mr. Casper Ernst, the banker, of 
St Paul, inaidingm e.andsoisM r. H. R. 
Strohmeyer of Milwaukee, who used to 
live in Minneapolis. 
No, I haven’t sold 
my patent—that is, I haven’t disposed 
of it outright— but I have an under­ 
standing with the Western Union com­ 
pany—not a con tract—that the company 
w ill rent all of my machines as fast as 
I eau torn them out. 
We have already 
put the machine in on six stations of 
tho Milwaukee road to test them. They 
worked perfectly. They need no metal­ 
lic circuits, no change in the wiring 
They are small and simple. 
“ Iu a month or two I ’ll begin pot 
ting them 
into the Western Union 
offices iii the Twin Cities aud elsewhere. 
Tho Western Union has 22,000 offices 
aud maybe 60,000 operators. 
It w ill 
send throe times as fast from one end 
uud will dispense with auy operators at 
the other end; besides, it will not re­ 
quire an expert to run the machine. 
A 
boy or a young girl can be hired to do 
tho work for, say, $0 a week, about $24 
a month. 
The machine only costs $10 
to manufacture, but it w ill be rented 
for $6 a mouth. That w ill make the ex* 
peuse for each machine about $80 a 
month. 
Now, the average operator un 
dor the old system gets $50 a month 
Yes, it w ill be a big saving for the com- 
puuy. 
One million dollars a mouth? 
Ob, all of that, maybe more. 
“ I think it’sa good invention,M added 
Mr. Hack maun, in an apologetic tone, 
as if perhaps it was a contrivance hard­ 
ly worth mentioning. “ Professor Bar­ 
rett, who had charge of tho electrical 
department at the World’s fair, said he 
thought it was the greatest improve­ 
ment ever made in telegraphing.’’—S t 
Paul Pioneer Press.

This aluminium tip is connected with 
tho ground by four copper rods which 
go down deep into the earth. 
On April 
5. 1886. live immense bolts of electrici­ 


ty vs ere seen to flash between the mono* 
iiienti and a thundercloud oveihanging 
in the coarse of 20 minutes. 
In other 
words* the monument was struck fierce­ 
ly Avo times, but it suffered no damage 
whatever. 
On June 15 of the same year a more 
tremendous assault was made upon tho 
monument from the heavens, and the 
result was a fracture of one of the top 
most store s. The crack still remains to 
show what nature can do in the way of 
an electrical shock, but the slightness 
of the damage 
is evidence of man s 
power to protect himself from such at­ 
tacks. The obelisk is ideally located for 
attracting electrical assaults from the 
.kies, and yet, while many times hit, it 
has suffered only once, and that time to 
I trifling extent. — Boston Iranscript.

ning of the rainy season. 
He com­ 
plained of too much red tape. 
Dr. Charles M. Drake, in charge of 
the general hospital here and who was 
in command of the hospital of the First 
division of the Third corps at Chicka­ 
mauga. told of various im prove meats 
ho had found it necessary to make iu 
the hospital at Chickamauga. 
“There 
was," he said, “such a flood of disease 
that it was almost impossible to meet 
the demand for tentage and quite out of 
tile question to antral Date it." 
He 
Staten that the medical supplies had 
beeu ample from the beginning, but til© 
hospital corps has proved inefficient a» 
aura* s.
